For most people, a camera is 
a tool to be used only when tak­ 
ing pictures. 
My suggestion is that a ca­ 
mera is an instrument that can 
be studied, handled and used — 
without film in it — until you 
know it so well you can take 
pictures under stress 
without 
Ambling.

It is a unique experiment in 
that teenagers control the oper­ 
ations of the center with an 
adult board standing by for con­ 
sultation and advice. The city

when it apprc^riated the money 
to rent the facilities for the cen­ 
ter and private business, labor 
organizations 
and 
individuals 
lent a hand in supplying mer­ 
chandise, material and money. 
A recent issue of “Harper’s 
Magazine” succinctly summed 
up the problems facing man­ 
kind:

The aware generation has this 
knowledge of the problems be­ 
setting the planet and the race 
and they have a distinct awar- 
ness that their generation may 
be the one called upon to solve 
these problems or to follow the 
flight of the dodo. 
For some this presents a chal­ 
lenge while for others it creates 
a deep pessimism about the fu­ 
ture and corresponding ‘pleas­ 
ure for the present' attitudes. 
What this all means eventual­ 
ly is that a nation is faced with 
a problem. Attacking the prob­ 
lem <Ni a national level is all 
but impossible but on a city 
level—that may be different. 
That is where the Teen Center 
in Colorado Springs comes into 
the picture. About a year ago a 


meeting was held in a l o c a l 
high school to discuss the prob­ 
lems oi facilities for teenagers, 
for out-of-school youngsters and 
a means of t»-idging the lack of 
understanding 
and 
commu­ 
nication between people of dif­ 
ferent social and ethnic groups. 
The culmination of that meet­ 
ing was an agreement by local 
businessmen to back the remo­ 
deling oi a building by lending 
financial support. In March of 
this year the Colorado Springs 
City Council voted to pay the 
rent and utilities for Uie build­ 
ing, and interested teens, with 
adult supervision, got busy in 
converting a former auto deal­ 
er’s building to a community 
center for the use of area teena­ 
gers. 
The staff of the center hopes 
that it will accomplish four ob­ 
jectives: 
One, the center hopefully will 
provide a valuable experience 
for youth by providing i n t e r - 
actiwi anxong different social 
and racial groups. 
By this, 
teenagers may develop an un­ 
derstanding and knowledge of 
one another. Sec<mdly it is 
hoped that the center can aid in 
breaking down social barrio’s 
and in developing better rela­ 
tions 
between 
various 
high 
schools by this broadening so­ 
cial experience. 
The center is also designed to 
provide a wholesome place for 
recreation and, lastly, to pro­ 
vide an educational, practical 
work 
experience for ma n y 
teenagers. 
'The center is run by a board 
of teenagers consisting (rf 36 
students representing six area 
high schools. An executive teen 
board which is the primary gov­ 
erning body of the center is cho­ 
sen by the teenagers from the 
36 members of the teen board 
and consists oi four Negro, four 
white teraagers.

For some this presents a chal­ 
lenge while for others it creates 
a deep pessimism about the fu­ 
ture and corresponding ‘pleas­ 
ure for the present’ attitudes. 
What this all means eventual­ 
ly is that a nation is faced with 
a problem. Attacking the prob­ 
lem on a national level is all 
but impossible but on a city 
level—that may be different. 
That is where the Teen Center 
in Colorado Springs comes into 
the picture. About a year ago a 


meeting was held in a l o c a l 
high school to discuss the prob­ 
lems of facilities for teenagers, 
for out-of-school youngsters and 
a means of bridging the lack of

In March of 
this year the Colorado Springs 
City Council voted to pay the 
rent and utilities for the build­ 
ing, and interested teens, with 
adult supervision, got busy in 
converting a former auto deal­ 
er’s building to a community 
center for the use of area teena­ 
gers. 
The staff of the center hopes 
that it will accomplish four ob­ 
jectives:

A group of paintings depicting 
heretofore secret rituals of the 
Isleta Pueblo Indians of New 
Mexico wUl be exhibited at the 
Fine Arts Center Sept. 2-20. 
The origin trf the paintings is 
as interesting as the subject- 
matter, in that they were done 
by a renegade member of the 
3-430 Secret Indian ritual paint 
Isleta Pueblo who painted them 
secretly and ttten secreted them 
out of the small settlement to 
anthropologist Dr. Elsie Clews 
Parsons.

The paintings are on public 
view for the first lime, under 
auspices of the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution, and for the first time 
Joe B. Lente is revealed as the 
artist. The works constitute a 
memorable depiction of life in 
an American Indian village — 
the only such detailed pictorial 
record of ceremonial life in 
existence. 
The exhibition is a 
tribute 
both to Lente’s self-taught art 
and to his uncompromising de- 
dicaticm to, as he put it, ‘‘tell 
real,” all he knew from his 
privileged position as an insi­ 
der. 
Ritual, of extreme inqxMrtance 
to the Pueblo, covered sdmost 
every aspect of life and these

Lente wanted the paintings pub­ 
lished, but he believed he would 
have been severely punished — 
killed — by his gods or their 
surrogates, the priests of his 
pueblo, if they found out. His 
letters to Dr. Parsons reveal his 
constant anxiety; 
‘‘These 
drawings

one could do them. , . , Tiiey 
are afraid to die if they do 
them. I don’t want any soul to 
know as long as I live that I 
have drawn 
these 
pictures. 
are most secret. No one 
can see them but Indians who 
believe.” 
The facts surrounding Lente’s 
life — and death — are frag­ 
mentary. He is believed to have 
been in his early 50s when be 
died about 1953, or possibly a 
little later. The exact cause of 


his death is unknown, some In- I 


dians saying that it was suicide, ' 
others, that he suffered a heart 
attack.
